WASHINGTON, March ?.—KWK 
and WIL have applied to the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission for au- 
thority to move their transmitters 
and to increase power to 5000 
watts.

WIL, which is licensed to use 
250 watts daytime and 100 watts 
at night, uses the 1200-kilocycle 
wave by arrangement with WMAY, 
which shares this channel with 
KFWF.

UT at the Fox Theater this week is being shown the first all- 
Q) sx motion picture written by a St. Louisan. The film ig 

“The Ghost Talks’’ and Frederick Brennan, who, until a short 
time ago, was a local newspaper man who leaped into prominence 
with his first book, “God Got One Vote,” which he followed with 
a long list of magazine stories, prepared the scenario and wrote 
most of the dialogue. 

“The Ghost Talks,” according to all reports, is a farce comedy 
and the first film of that type to be made into an all-conversation 
picture. The story concerns the adventures of a youthful amateur 
detective who stumbles into a nest of crooks and finally brings them 
to justice after a series of blunders. 

Brennan, now out in Hollywood with the Fox organization, al 
has prepared for the screen “Strong Boy,” “Sin Sister,” “Speakeasy’ 
and “‘Blue Skies,’’ which, sooner or later, will be shown at the Fox 


Cathedral d’Art here, 
ve year but who insists that the yearly output be a gorgeous 
spectacle, is said to have spared neither money nor effort in “The 
Iron Mask,”’ which is showing at Loew’s this week. Five hundred 
workmen spent three months constructing the village and palace of 
St. Germain, Expert stonemasons laid the cobblestones of the streets 
and courtyards according to the seventeenth century pattern, Whole 
trees were transplanted and flowering rose bushes were trained to 
twine themselves about the time-blackened timbers of the village 
dwellings. The huge fountain in the public square was built in exact 
duplication of one of the famous fountains of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and was so constructed that real water poured from its massive 
front. Every detail of the French village was real, from the weather 
vanes which swayed with the wind on the peaked roofs, te the 
vegetables in the market stalls. 

The courtyard of the palace of St. Germain was the largest set of 
its kind ever erected for a screen production. Th®6 ground it covers 
was more than twice that of a large city block and its stone walis 
towered 250 feet in the air. The massive doors of the castle were 
carved by hand by skilled workmen, and the polished floors of the 
royal chambers were laid by masters in the art of parquetry. Even 
the tapestries on the palace walls were made in reproduction of 
museum ‘pieces of the wall coverings of the period of Louis XIII. 

Months of careful research were spent in perfecting every detail 
of the realism of “‘The Iron Mask,” and Fairbanks was aided in his 
efforts by Maurice Leloir, one of the world’s greatest authorities 
on seventeenth century manners and customs, 

Fairbanks’ demand for the realistic extends to himself. He em- 
ploys no doitble in even the most hazardous of his scenes. During 
the screening of “The Iron Mask” he took plenty of chances in 
dozens of daring stunts and pérformed the most breath-taking feats 
of his career. An expert swordsman, Fairbanks engaged the serv- 
ices of the champion fencer of Belgium, Frederick Cavens, so that 
the sword play of himself and his musketeers and gentlemen of the 
court might bear the stamp of the genuine,

On the Pacific slope he had been a 
theater organist in Pasadena and Hollywood, and at Sid Grauman’s 
Rialto Theater, Los Angeles. Frank Newman had brought him to 
Kansas City to open the Newman Theater. From this theater, Her- 
schel Stuart lured him to the Missouri, St. Louis, where Tom Terry 
was organist. 

When Terry left Famous Players, who ‘then operated the Mis- 
souri, Stuart elevated Slosser into the chief organist’s post, which 
he has held down for these seven years. 

That Slosser has a rare aptitude for the master of ceremonies 
“racket” was proved when he acted as master of ceremonies during 
the interim between the departure~of Frank Fay and the debut of 
Eddie Peabody. He is quick-witted, annoys a piano in clever style— 
he has been in concert work in Carnegie Hall, New York; and is not 
displeasing to the feminine eye, being constructed facially along

His visits here were successful and 
h@ was asked to return again for 
a longer term. Last summer he 
had a similar experience at Los 
Angeles where he made the great- 
est success of the Hollywood Bowl 
season. 


Goossens was horn in London in 
‘1893, the descendant of an old 
Flemish family of gold-beaters, but 
immediately the third in a line of 
successive conductors, his grand- 
father, the first Eugene Goossens, 
having been a famous conductor 
of the Carlo Rosa Opera Company, 
and afterward in Liverpool a 
@horal conductor of distinction. 
The second Eugene Goossens, 
father of the guest-conductor, is 
still active as a conductor in Lon- 
don, while the youngest Eugene 
has been most successful as con- 
ductor of the Rochester Symphony 
Orchestra in this country and this 
season has been greatly in demand 
as guest conductor for the most 
important orchestras in this coun- 
try. 

Eugene Goossens entered the 
Bruges Conservatory in 1903 ana 
in 1906 the Liverpool College of 
Music. There he won the Liver- 
pool violin scholarship and his 
violin master at the Royal College 
of Music was Senor Arbos, his im- 
mediate predecessor as guest con- 
ductor here. 

From 1911 to 1915 he was ac- 
quiring practical orchestral expe- 
rience as a violinist in the Queen's 
Hall orchestra, and during those 
years also conducted his own first 
compositions for orchestra, “Chi- 
nese Variations’ and two tone 
poems, “Perseus” and “Ossian.” 
He was at the time a member of 
the Philharmonic String Quartet. 


Toward the close of 1915 Sir 
Thomas Beecham asked the young 
violinist-composer to conduct a 
performance of Stanford's “The 
Critic” and so well did the younger 
man acquit himself that he was at 
once attached to the Beecham op- 
era companies. Later opportuni- 
ties as guest-conductor of orches- 
tras added much to his fame. In 
1921 he inaugurated a series of six 


“modern orchestral concerts at the 


Queen's Hal! season in London and 
became known internationally as a 
musician of gifts and brilliance. 
He came to America in 1923 as 
eonductor at Rochester.

y HILE women in general are 
W isicresiea in magic, the num- 
ber of women who have 
adopted magic as a profession, so 
far as the records of the art reveal, 
may be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. The very first magic 
lady who practiced the black arts 
—with the exception of Eve, who 
did a little prestidigitation with 
apples in the Garden of Eden—was 
doubtless the redoubtable Witch of 
Endor, whose deeds are recorded 
in the ancient Scriptures.

It is a strange home. The Bay 
of Whales is not a bay of ruffled 
water between gentle rolling hills 
or walls of stone.

Along the 
sides are distorted and broken ice 
masses forced up to a height of 10 
or 15 feet. The bay extends in- 
land further than we ean see from 
the deck of the ship, although 
when the sun shines in the south 
the far away hills of the Barrier 
snow shine softly against the gold 
and old rose sky.

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DECLINE IN BUILDING. 
CONTRACTS REPORTED 


February Figures for 37 States 
East of Rockies Total 
$361,273,000. 


February construction contracts 
awarded in the 37 states east of the 
Rocky Mountains show a decline 
from January and from the precea- 
ing February, according to F. W. 
! Dodge Corporation. Last months 
| total, $361,273,900, was 12 per cent 

less than the January, 1929, record 
and it was 22 per cent below the 
' total for February of last year. 

The decreases may be partly at- 
| tributed to the fact that last month 
had four business days less than 

the preceding month and one busi- 
ness day leas than the correspond- 
ing month of a year ago. 

Two districts made new high to- 
tals for February, the new records 
being reached by New England and 
| Texas. Two other districts, Middle 
Atlantic states and the Pittsburg 
| district reached totals which were 
| next to the highest ever recorded 

| for February. 

The February building and eng}- 
neering total included the follow- 

'ing items: $129,486,400, or 36 per 
cent of all construction, for resi- 
| d¥ntial buildings; $68,265,500, or

Out on the Lackland road, in St. 
Louls County, is a laboratory-theater 
In which the talkies talk with extraor- 
dinary perfection. This theater is in 
the basement of the home of Randoiph 
Laughlin, whose son. Robert Laugh- 
lin, has pushed amateur experimenta- 
tion with sound pictures farther than 
probably anyone else. In fact, he has 
become so interested and has carried 
iis experiments to such a length that 
What began as a hobby haa become a 
full-time occupation. 

There are other amateur movie- 
Makers in St. Louls who have worked 
long different lines with an almost 
qual zeal and enthusiasm. In short, 
they have given up their time and 
energies to it as though their live- 
hood depended upon the success of 
thelr productions. One of these is Dr. 
Arthur W. Proetz, who filmed. with a 
humber of friends, a five-reel amateur 
movie of ‘The Greene Murder Case,’' 
Which, in its photographic tngenious- 
hess and painstaking exactitude, may 
Well rival the professional film of this 
Van Dine mystery story which is being 
made by Paramount. 

Another of these enthusiasts is J 
D. Wooster Lambert of the Country 
Club krounds, who also has a theater 
In his basement. He, too, has worked 
With sound effects, but less seriously 
han Laughlin.

Faint 
green and red bulbs glow behind 
the capering Felixes. A spot- 
light is flashed on the curtains, 
which siowly part. There is a 
brief orchestral accompaniment 
and then the first skit begins—-an 
attractive girl singing a popular 
song. First there is a close-up and 
her voice rings Out strong, then she 
recedes and the voice grows dimmer, 
dropping to a crooning whisper, then 
loud again. There is no audible 
scratching or mechanical effect. Skit 
follows skit, with brief interludes 
when the lights go on and the organ 
resounds. Finally there is a still pic- 
ture, with proper musical accompani- 
ment by organ and orchestra. The 
feature ends, the show isa over.

He did it in this way: He took an 
ordinary phonograph record as sold 
over the counter in any music store—- 
it happened to be a male voice singing 
a sentimental song-~and then he 
learned this song. He memorized the 
words, the tempo, rehearsed the in- 
flections before a mir- 
ror and then

ready to have him- 
self photographed, singing at 
exactly the same pace as the 
phonograph record and with 
proper gestures and express- 
ions. The result was surprisingly 
good, Laughlin revived the film the 
other night and showed it with others 
of later date, and the comparison was 
not invidious. To all intents and pur- 
poses one saw Robert Laughlin sing- 
ing this sentimental song. 
It becomes obvious that there are 
infinite variations of this method. 
Laughlin persuaded his 
friends to act

before his camera-——so that 
their acting could be syn- 
chronized with other phono- 
graph records. Having dem- 
onstrated that this method 
could be successfully em- 
ployed, he then interested 
himself in perfecting the syn- 
chropvous projection of the song 
and the film. He cared noth- 
ing about making records of his 
own to accompany scenes that he 
himself might devise. He be- 
lieved that the records were made 
about as well as they could be. 
But he did hold that the final 
result to the audience could be bet- 
tered. 
And there is the testimony of ex- 
perts that he has eucceeded. He fa 
about to produce his apparatus com- 
mercially, not only in a lurge size for 
motion-picture theaters but on A 
smaller scale for home use. What he 
has chiefly done is to eliminate a great 
deal of the vibration that, he says, in- 
evitably mars the sound effects of de- 
vices now in use.

machines——vibration largely caused by 
the motor which runs the fiJm through 
the projector and which also runs the 
dise on which the record for reproduc- 
ing the sounds is placed.

It so happens, according to Laugh- 
lin, who has had the matter inveati- 
grated by a patent lawyer, that there 
are no basic patenta by which com- 
mercial devices now on the market 
can be protected. He explains that ex- 
perimentation began as long ago as 
1906 and that patents were issued in 
succeeding years which have since ex- 
pired. He has applied for patent 
rights on the particular devices which 
he has worked out. 


UT whatever the fate of the com- 
Beer venture—and Laughlin 

is optimistic—-he says he will 
never lose his interest in the Felix 
Theater. He points out that it even 
has a cooling system. Above the yel- 
low draperies that form the ceiling are 
great trays. During warm weather he 
fills these trays with cracked ice and 
coarse salt.

It was the death of Joseph's moth- 
er, the day after his birth, which led 
to the scattering of the family and 
the loss, for 22 years, of the youngest 
son.

There Joseph was born and there the 
mother died a few hours later She 
was 2? years old and had borne eight 
sons in 11 years. One had died in in- 
fancy. Left with seven small children 
to care for, the father found himself 
in a desperate predicament. He was 
earning about $2.50 a day as a labor- 
er. It was imporsible to keep the chil- 
dren together or pay for their main- 
tenance.

This ar 
rangement was continued for about 
two years, the father meanwhile hav- 
ing moved to Kansas City. 


YHEN the boy was 2 years old 

/ it became necessary for 
Smith and the Orrs to find 
another home _ for. him. <= }4«was 
then that the McHenrys came into the 
story. They had but one child, a girl, 
and wanted to adopt a boy. The own- 
ers of several farms in Southeastern 
Kansas, they were in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and had an attractive 
home to offer to the Smith baby. The 
Orrs at once placed him in theig keep- 
ing and James Smith approved of the 
Dian Believing the boy would have 
more advantages with the McHenrys 
than with him, he agreed that if they

They were cold 
and unsympathetic, but demanded 
Obedience and at least a show of 
uffection They used to rebuke me 
for lack of affection when I would 
address them as ‘Dear Folka’ in 
mv letters. Affection with them 
was only a formality, and only the 
children were obliged to show it My 
foster sister, Frances, who was nine 
years older than I, came in for the 
same sort of treatment.

MORE recent cattle hybrid than 
the cattalo, but one which has 
been more favorably received in 
the Texas area, is the cross between 
the humped zebu, or sacred Brahmin 
cow of India. with domestic stock. It 
was Giscovered that the zebu does not 
fall victim to the tick-borne cattie dis- 
eases that take heavy toll of the na- 
tive stock of European origin 
Since the zebu is more nearly reiat- 
ed to domestic cattle than is the Dison, 
the two species amalgamate more 
readily and there is less loss ip breed- 
ing. Moreover, after a couple of gen- 
erations a ‘grade’ animal shows little 
sien of the Indian admixture, but 
looks very much like its European an-

Brahmin blood in them:

From a much more re- 
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mote quarter of the world than the 
southwest, and closer to the zebu'es 
own home, a weird outcross has 
been reported to the Amertcan 
Genetic Association, although that 
organization discreetiv declines to 
vouch for its authenticity. 


HiS is the offspring of a Phil- 

ippine carabao, or water 

buffalo. This animal looks as 
though it might have been sired 
by a zebu; at any rate, it is very 
queer-looking for a carabao. But 
when ali ts sald, the verdict will pro- 
bably have to remain like that in many 
another doubtful case east of Sueg: 
“The paternity remains in doubt.’’ 

lp in Northern Canada, where the 
Dominion Government maintains the 
greatest Dison ranch in the world, they 
have been trying out another Aastatic 
animal as a possible contributor to the 
solution of the range-cattle problem. 
This is the yak, the long-haired, 
brush-talled, slow-moving, patient, 
stubborn animal from the cold, storm- 
swept plateaus of Tibet. 

The yak has to be patient, for his 
age-long owners and drivers have been 
the Tibetans. He haa to be stubborn, 
or he could never have survived asso- 

clation with them. But, 
what is more to the 
point, he can endure the 
worst wWinters in the 
world. 

As mates for the yak 
the Canadians have 
brought in some Galway 
cattle — those rough- 
coated, hardy beasts 
that can thrive in the 
stormy West of Ireland 
country. The yaks and 
the Galways must have 
realized a mutual affin- 
tty bred of their respec- 
tive upland homes, for 
they have taken kindly 


to each other, and the result of their 
snion ia known as the ‘‘galyak,’ an 
anima] looking rather like a long- 
haired cow, but still ewinging astern 
the long, white-ended sacerdota! 
brush of a tail that is the pride of 
the yak. 

The galyak ins the serious effort of 
the Canadian breeders, but they have 
also tried a crosa between the yak and 
the bison. Only one of these hybrids 
has ever been produced, and it is cer- 
tainly a@ most strange creature In 
body outline it is indeterminate be- 
tween bison and yak It wears its 
coat thick all over, yak fashion, iIn- 
stead of heavy in front and thin be- 
hind, like a bison. 

What it may be ifke In tempera- 
ment must be a puzzie to its keepers, 
for the bison is an unstable, stamped- 
able animal], while the yak wouidn't 
go faster than three miles an hour if 
you built a fire under it. But what- 
ever may be the use or interest of this 
yakson or bi-yak, whichever you may 
choose to cali it, certainly its zoolog- 
ica} cousin, the galyak, gives promise 
of being an anima! of real value on the 
Northern Canadian range 


ORTHWARD atlll, on the Aias- 

kan tundras, where no imagin 

able hybrid of the domestic cat- 
tle could gain a living, a considerable 
livestock industry based on the rein- 
deer has grown up, and iarge groups 
of Eskimo have abandoued their old 
nomadic hunting life to become well- 
‘to-do herdemen.
